It Is my conviction, however, 
that women will, generally speaking, 
be more likely than men to tell tho 
truth In court. She has a fear of the 
weapon called the law.

Is with her. therefore, potential for 
tho truth. 
"That thoro Is too much falsehood 


In human IIfu is distressingly appar- 
ent. It Is all loo much a part of our 
social oxlstonc.e. To -some extent we 
may say it Is on forced by conditions, 
but it la also all too much duo to a 
lack of proper moral training. It is 
tho nutttral bont of the child mind to 
cvarte the truth when the act has 
been naughty and by concealing tho 
truth to evade reproof and possible 
punishment. That is the basic work 
of the lack of moral obligation In re- 
ward to tho truth in all society.. I 
hfiliovo that n good, sound spanking, 
admlniHlorod intelligently, with proper 
spirit, at tho propor time, with kindly 
and propor explanation, would vastly 
lossoti tho evasions, lies and perjuries 
ot all phusos of life. Proper discipline 
In his early youth would probably 
havo had such otTect upon Mr. Taylor 
that ho would have imvor thought of 
thu statements so antipodal to truth 
which ho made In regard to women 
aa compared with mon." 


Women Truthful Witnesses. 


Miss Simuino Heutty. altornoy-at-

Impressed with tho remarks ot Judge 
Campbell,

iterated,

than he 


would a man. iivon In those childish 
days tho remark I'rom one who_ wus 
so deeply venerated by mo Aroused 
my pride of sex and whon I came to 
practice you can Imagine that my at- 
tention was naturally directed to this 
subject. 


All Swayed by Sentiment. 


"I want to say, and to put It as 


strongly as words can make it. that 
I luivo found womon witnesses, to say 
tho least, no IOHS truthful than those 
nf tho other sox. 
It. is a well-known 


fact that all witnesses arc to somo 
extent swayod by sentiment In favor 
of tho person In whose Interests they 
arc testifying. 
Allowance 
must 
be 


mado tor that, but that womon uro 
moro powerfully Influenced by such 
considerations tha.it mon t do not ho- 
llovo. I have known women to testify 
ihu truth In groat stress of circum- 
stances, whon to conceal tho truth 
would havo boon much to their ael- 
vantugo, and whon cautioned by the 
judge

their own prejudice 
I have

thorn say with tears that It was tlm 
truth and that tho truth must bo told. 


"I havo never known hut one caso

'Tt is a fact known to all lawyers 


that women tear the law more than 


thoir equivocations. 
When a man 


tails a deliberate llo he must be an 
adept at tbo business indeed If some- 
thing in his 'manner or expression 
tails t-o suggest that fact lo the. jury. 
A woman speaking under the influ- 
ence oE powerful sentiment is moro 
apt to give, her statement every sem- 
blance ot truth. 
The man lying de- 


liberately is well aware that ho can 
hardly., do it successfully and there- 
fore he Is less apt to try the experi- 
ment, although he is morally just as 
much the liar ns though he did try it. 


"I would say that there is some 


.measure of truth in the assumption 
that women are more liable than men 
Lo go astray from 
the exact 
facts 


when they are in the strange posi- 
tion of a witness In the courts, but 
tho sweeping assertion of Dr. Taylor 
that In all circumstances they are less 
to be believed than mon is a state- 
ment that should simply make the 
person who made It ridiculous. 


"You ask me about the conflict of 


what is called expert testimony.

think that is not fully understood. 
It 


is my conviction that expert testimony 
is usually fairly honest, no matter 
how conflicting it may seem, and for 
this reason: 
The expert is always 


examined by the attorney previous to 
trial and hearing, and if he be not 
convinced that tae testimony is frank- 
ly in his favor he will not employ the 
export." 


For Overdose of Morphine. 


When one has taken morphine, eith- 


er with or without the advice of a 
physician, should there be extreme 
drowsiness followed by unconscious- 
ness, 
with 
slow 
breathing, 
with 


marked contraction ot the pupil of 
tho eye and cold surface of the body, 
there has been an. overdose. Until a 
physician can be summoned the pa- 
tient should be walked constantly and 
not allowed to go to sleep. 
There 


might also be given an antidote snch 
as powerful emetics or strong coffee, 
and artificial respiration. 


Young Women Lead In Studies. 
At the recent suffrage hearing In 


Boston President Huntington of the 
University ot Boston mentioned that 
the young women of the university 
averaged better in their studies than 
the' young men.

The platform adopted by the Ne- 


braska Democrats assembled in state 
convention at Omaha, March 5, 130S, 
Is as follows: 


We, the representatives of tho De- 


mocracy of Nebraska, in delegate cm- 
vention assembled, -reaffirm our faith 
in, and pledge our loyalty to, tbo 
principles o_f our party. 


We rejoice at the increasing signs 


of an awakening lu the United State?. 
The various investigations have traco-J 
graft and political corruption to the 
representatives of predatory wealth 
and laid bare the unscrupulous meth- 
ods by which they have debauched 
elections and preyed upon a defense- 
less public through the subservient of- 
ficials whom they have raised to place 
and power. 
T!id conscience ot tho nation Is now 


aroused aud will, if honestly appealed 
to, free the government from tho grip 
of those who have made it a business 
asset of the 
favor-seeking 
corpora- 


tions; it must become again "a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people;" and be admlnis 
tered in all its departments according 
to tlie 
Jeffersonian 
maxim, "equal 


rights to all and special privileges lo 
none." 
We heartily approve of the laws pro- 


hibiting the pass and the rebate, and 
insist upon further legislation, stato 
and national, making' it unlawful for 
any corporation to contribute to cam- 
paign funds and providing tor publica- 
tion, before the election, of all indi- 
vidual contributions above a reason- 
able minimum. 


Believing, with Jefferson, in "tho 


support of the state governments i:i 
all their rights as the most compe- 
tent administrations for our domestic 
concerns 
and tho 
surest 
bulwark 


against 
anti-republican tendencies;" 


aud itr"the preservation of the general 
gove.-ument in Its whole constitutional 
vigoi, as the sheet anchor of our peace 
at home and safoty abroad," we arc 
opposed to the centralization implied 
In 
the suggestions, now 
frequently 


mado, that the powers of the gonera! 
government should be extended 
by 


judicial construction. While we favor 
the exercise by the general govern 
ment ot all its constitutional authori- 
ty for the prevention of monopoly anil 
for the regulation ot Interstate com- 
merce, we insist that federal remedies 
shall be added to, and not substituted 
for, state remedies. 


We Insist upon the recognition of 


the distinction between the natural 
man and the artificial person, called a 
corporation, and we favor the enact- 
ment of such laws as may tie neces- 
sary to compel foreign corporations to 
submit 
their legal disputes to 
the 


cotuts ot the states in which they dp 
business, and thus place themselves 
upon the same footing as domestic cor- 
porations. 
We favor the election 
ot 
United 


States senators by direct vote of the 
people, and regard this reform as the 
gateway to all other national reforms. 


A private monopoly is indefensible 


and intolerable.. We, therefore, favor 
the vigorous enforcement of the crim- 
inal law against trusts and trust mag- 
nates, and demand the enactment of 
sucii additional legislation as may be 
necessary to make it Impossible for a 
private 
monopoly to exist in 
the 


United States. Among the addtional 
remedies we specify three: First, a 
law preventing the duplication of di- 
rectors 
among 
competing 
corpora- 


tions; second, a license system which 
•wIJI, -without abridging the right of 
each stale to create corporations, or 
its right to regulate as it will foreign 
corporations doing business within its 
limits, make it necessary for a manu 
facturing or trading corporation en 
gagefl in interstate commerce to tak( 
out a federal license before it shall be 
peimitted to control as much as 25 
per cent, of the product in which it 
deals, the license to protect the public- 
from watered stock and to prohibit 
tns control by such corporation 
ot 


more than 50 per cent, of the total 
amount of any product consumed in 
the United States; and, third, a law 
compelling such licensed corporations 
to sell to all purchasers in all parts of 
the country on the- same terms, after 
making due allowance for cost of 
transportation. 


We welcome the belated promise o^ 


tariff reform, now offered by a part 
of the Republican party, as a tardy 
recognition of the righteousness of the 
Democratic position on this question, 
but the people can not safely entrust 
the execution of this important work 
to a party which is so obligated to the 
highly protected interests that it 
postpones .relief until after the elec- 
tion.

We favor an immediate revision of 


the tariff by the reduction of import 
duties. Articles entering into compe- 
tition with articles' controlled by trusts 
should be placed ubon the free list; 
material reductions should be made In 
the tariff upon the necessaries of life, 
and reductions 
shnuld be made In 


such other schedules as may be neces- 
sary to restore the .arlff to a revenue 
basis. 
•.. . 
We favor an income tax as part of 


our- revenue system, and we urge the 
submission of a constitutional amenu- 
ment specifically authorizing congress 
to levy and collect a tax upon, individ- 
ual and corporate incomes, to the end 
that wealth may bear its proportion- 
ate share. o£ the burdens of the federal 
government. We favor a national in- 
heritance tax to reach the "swollen 
fortunes" 
already in existence, but 


we believe that it is better, to per- 
manently prevent "swollen fortunes' 
by abolishing the privileges and favor- 
itism upon which they are based. 


We assert the right of congress to 


exercise complete control over inter- 
state, commerce, and, we assert thp 
right of each state to exercise just as 
complete control over commerce, with- 
in its borders. We demand such a.a 


enlargement of the powers of national 
and state railway commissions as may 
be necessary to give full protection 10 
persons and places from discrimina- 
tion and extortion. We believe th:>; 
both the nation and.the various stuu-s, 
should, 
first, ascertain 
the present 


value of the railroad;,, measured by 
the cost of reproduction: second, pro- 
hibit the issue of any more watore-i 
stock or fictitious capitalization: third, 
prohibit the railroads from oimaBln? 
in any business which brings there 
Into competition with their shippers: 
and 
fourth, 
reduce 
transportation 


rates until they reach a point whoro 
they will yield only a resaonahlo re- 
turn on the present value of the roai',3 
—such reasonable return 
boiiiK de- 


fined as a return stiHick-nt to keep the 
stock of the roads at par when such 
roads are honestly capitalized. 


Tho injury donu by Issues of wa- 


tered stock is more clearly seen and 
bettor understood since the shrlukaRo 
la the market value of such stock has 
precipitated a widespread panic ami 
brought enormous loss to the conn- 
try.Tho 
present 
financial 
stringency 


furnishes additional proof that the Re- 
publican leaders are either unwilling 
or incompetent to protect the inter- 
ests of tho Ki-nenil public. 


We favor the postal savings bank 


and. In addition thereto. Insist upon 
the passage of laws, state and nation- 
al, for the better regulation of banks 
and for tho protection of bank de- 
posits. The government demands se- 
curity when it deposits public money 
in a hank, and we believe that the se- 
curity of the individual depositor who 
intrusts his earnings to a bank should 
be as perfect as the government's so- 
curity. 


We oppose both the 
Aliirlo-i hill 


and the Fowler hill, and believe that, 
insofar as tho needs of commerce re- 
quire, an emergency currency, such 
currency should 'bo issued and con- 
trolled by tho federal government, and 
that it should be loaned upon adequate 
security and at a rate of 
interest 


which will 
compel 
its 
retirement 


when the emergency is passed. ' 


We demand, further, that favoritism 


in the deposit of treasury funds shall 
be abolished and that surplus rev- 
enues shall he deposited at competi- 
tive rates upon sulliclenl security and 
fairly distributed throughout the coun- 
try.\Ve favor the eight hour day. 


We believe In the conciliation of 


capital anil labor and favor every le- 
gitimate means for the adjustment 
of disputes between corporate employ- 
ers and iheir employes, to tho 
cud 


that justice may bo done to those who 
toil and society may ho relieved from 
the embarrassment occasioned by pro- 
longed strikes and lockouts. 


We favor such a modification of the 


law relating to Injunctions as will, 
first, prevent the issuing of tho writ 
in Industrial disputes except after no- 
tice lo defendants and full hearing: 
second, permit trial before a judge 
other than the one who issued tho 
writ, and, third, allow a Jury to bo 
summoned in all cases where thu al- 
leged contempt is committed outside 
the presence of the court. 


We favor an 
employer's 
liability 


law. applicable to both private and 
public employers. 


We favor full protection, by bntli 


national and state governments with- 
in their respective spheres, of all for- 
eigners residing in the United States 
under treaty, but we are oppose.d to 
the admission of Asiatic emigrants 
who can not be amalgamated with our 
population, or whoso presence among 
us would raise a race issue and in- 
volve us in diplomatic controversies 
with oriental powers, and we demand 
a stricter enforcement of the immi- 
gration laws against any immigrant 
who advocates assassination 
as 
a 


means of reforming our government. 


We welcome Oklahoma to the sister- 


hood of states and heartily congratu- 
late her upon the auspicious beginning 
of a great career. 


We favor separate statehood for 


Arizona and New Mexico and demand

forth for the reclamation of the arid 
lands of the west and urge the larg- 
est possible use of Irrigation In the 
development of the country.

In recognizing the in- 
dependence of the Philippines our gov- 
ernment should retain such land as 
may be necessary for coaling stations 
and naval bases. 


Desiring the prevention of war, 


wherever possible, we believe that our 
nation should announce Its determina- 
tion not to use our navy for the col- 
lection of private debts,, and its will- 
ingness to enter into agreements with 
other nations, providing for the inves- 
tigation by an impartial international 
tribunal, before 
any declaration of 


war or commencement of hostilities, 
of every dispute which defies diplo- 
matic settlement.

are profl able. A great many people 
have con :eived the idea that they can 
start a flock and let It alone and that 
the results will be profits day by day.

The 
weeds would soon grow up and choke 
the economic plants. , In the poultry 
house we do not have wetds, but we
